The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 10-18 are objected to as lacking clarity under PCX Rule 66.2(a)(v) because of the claims are not fully supported by the 
description. The description does not disclose the claimed invention in a manner sufficiently clear and complete for the claimed 
invention to be carried out by a person skilled in the art because: the claims are drawn to any polynucleotide encoding a geraniol 
synthase from any organism (as claimed in claims 1), or any polynucleotide encoding an amino acid which is at least 60% homologous 
to an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2 which encompasses a large number of nucleic acid/amino acid sequences not descnbed in 
the specification.. 
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
